have secured very little light on the sub­ 
ject. 
They simply know that City Clerk 
Hall is missing and th a t they have re­ 
ceived no word from him situ e Monday 
noon. 
So far no g r a v e reason for Mr. 
Hall s leaving tow n 
lias been 
found, 
though there are ninny suppositions and 
rumors. 
Regarding the city money, it is ascer­ 
tained that Mr. Hall hau \ 
y little of ii 
pass through his hands. Le collected the 
m arriage licenses and levi 
for chattel 
mortgages and tile like, but t h e s e are th e 
personal lees of the city clerk, and he 
lias a right to use them as he pleases 
under the state law. 
On dog licenses he 
receives xvi cents from each license, but 
the rem ainder of the fee is tile property 
of the city. 
Tiles** dog I ic en.: es and rent for Hie 
d t v hall and a few oth er .small m atters 
m akes the total sum of the city money 
th a t the clerk handles. The whole sum 
would not amount to Jlhqo. 
it is stated by the city officials that

it is stated th a i last year Mr.

Tho Lowell Machine ("hop Is making I dents to handle a single form of loom, 
Shipments of machinery this week to the 
Enterprise Cotton 
mills, 
Enterprise, 
South Carolina. 
The mat htnery of the plant of VV. H. 
Hugs ha w, m anufacturer of comb circles, 
fallers and Kills, is kept running thirteen 
hours five days In the week and this ex­ 
tra time hardly enables the firm to keep 
abreast of its orders. A great deal of re­ 
pairing is done at this plant and now 
th at the woolen mills are more active tho 
latter conditions are r< Heeled In the sit­ 
uation among such shops. 
The Criterion K nitting company, m a k ­ 
ers of cotton Hat and ribbed underwear 
report that orders are not coming In as 
fast as they did a year ago. 
The general 
waiting attitude of the -cotton Industry 
is held to account for this differ* nee. 


KITSON MACHINE SHOP. 
The Kitson Machine company's plant 
Is quite busy; the fine reputation earned 
by the products of this concern Is keep­ 
ing its machinery very busy. 
The com­ 
pany is filling an order for the Merchants' 
Cotton company of Montreal for one of 
its large six cylinder waste machines for 
cleaning spinners’ waste. 
The Granite­ 
ville Cotton mills, 
Graniteville, 
S. C., 
have also placed an order with the K it­ 
son shop for a w aste cleaning machine. 
Many of the Kitson Machine shop em ­ 
ployes expected th a t there would be a 
curtailm ent of 
the working force 
and 
were relieved when th* y learned 
the 
method their employers had chosen to 
solve 
the problem 
which confronted 
them, that Is to reduce the time for em ­ 
ployment. 
By this action a large num ­ 
ber of worthy men were saved from the 
hardships of enforced Idleness. 
OUR T E X T IL E SCHOOL. 
J. VV. Bailey of the class of LUS has 
been appoint* d director of the A tlanta 
French Textile School, Atlanta, Ga. 
At the Lowell Textile school the em ­ 
phasis is and always has been laid upon 
Instruction in the principles of industry 
and the application and working out of 
these teachings has ta en left to a rea­ 
sonable extent to the pupils. The stu ­ 
dent Is thus encouraged to think for him­ 
self and thus *n develop his own Individ­ 
uality iii his chosen field. 
So, in w eav­ 
ing. the Instruction is general ami foun­ 
dational 
Instead of teaching tile stu- 


l he intention is to tit a bright man to 
apply his theoretical knowledge to w hat­ 
ever machine he may have to use and to 
give him possession of the essentials of 
the craft in a m anner thorough enough 
lo t nsure ability. 
The details are b it 
to the individual to ferret out and this as­ 
signment stim ulates his mind and brings 
out what is original iii him. The all-round 
course of study advised by the m anagers 
of the school has made its courses appeal 
to a wide variety of needs. 
Boys who 
intend to enter selling houses are seek­ 
ing this knowledge along with those who 
intend to be m anufarturers, and not a 
few young fellows who have entered com­ 
mission houses In Boston are coming up 
to I/iwi ll to attend the night sessions of 
the school wjth the intention of increas­ 
ing their efficiency. 
It seems that com­ 
petent salesmen are w anted nowadays to 
be familiar with more than the mere 
price mark on a piece of goods and they 
can extend their knowledge more quick­ 
ly in this way than by taking employ­ 
ment In a mill. 
The night courses are 
both complete and interesting. They are 
designed for those who have to work d u r­ 
ing the day and yet want th*’ benefits of 
a better knowledge of the textile indus­ 
try. 
DYED IN TITE RALL. 
A New Orleans cotton expert makes the 
claim th a t cotton can be grown in any 
desired color by the 
use of chemicals 
as the plant grows. 
He says more re­ 
markable- things than thnt have bien ac­ 
complished by means of applied chemis­ 
try. 
When he gets bis experiments go­ 
ing, he proposes to produce cotton In any 
shade demanded by m anufacturers, dyed 
In process of growth and the colors thus 
made indelible forever or as long as the 
fabrics last. 
No more running colors In 
cotton goods, w'hen this genius gets busy 
if his theory is good. 
Then somebody 
will b ad him a chase in attem pts to pro­ 
duce calico prints with the figures dyed 
in th* cotton balls, and this country may 
vet produce a shirtw aist by that means 
loud enough to win, even to call off the 
orders in a poverty ball. 
NORTH AND SOT TH. 
The cotton m anufacturing facilities of 
the north h ive increased In the year end­ 
ing with August 460,000 spindles and In 
the south the increase has been In the 
same time 1.279.320 spindles. The north's 
cotton spinning industry has been en­ 
larged about three per cent., while the 
south's has grown up about 30 per cent- 
In LSO the group of southern states had 
104 cotton mills with 561,360 spindles and 
12,329 looms consuming yearly 1 8 8 ,7 4 s, bales 
of cotton. 
The same states have now 531 
cotton mills of 6,819.835 spindles and 122.902 
looms, consuming 1,667,012 bales of cotton.

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RUMORS AFLOAT 


A L F R E D H. HALL, N A S H U A ’S M ISSING CITY CLERK. 


Concerning Disappearance of 


City Clerk Hall 


Unless Alfred A. Hall, the missing city 
clerk of Nashua whose departure was re­ 
ported in yesterday's Sun shows up with­ 
in a few hours, official action will be tak­ 
en by the city, 
though Mayor Taylor 
stated last night that he does not believe 
that a special meeting of the city council 
for the p u r p o s e of declaring the office 
of city clerk vacant and electing a suc­ 
cessor will be held until the first of next 
w eek. 
Major Taylor and the city officials had 
many 
conferences yesterday, but they 
have secureu very little light on the sub­ 
ject. 
They simply know that City Clerk 
Hall is missing and that they have re­ 
ceived no word from him since Monday 
noon. 
So far no grave reason for Mr. 
Hail s leaving town 
has been 
found, 
though there are many suppositions and 
rumors. 
Regarding the city money, it is ascer­ 
tained that Mr. Hall had . 
y little of it 
pass through his hands. He collected the 
marriage licenses and Ie*, a 
for chattel 
mortgages and the like, but these are the 
personal fees of the city cltrk, and he 
has a right to use them as he pleases 
under the state law. 
On dog licenses he 
receives J) cents from each license, but 
the remainder of the fee Is the property 
cd the city. 
These dog licenses and rent for the 
city hull and a few other small mutters 
maxes the total sum of the city money 
that the clerk handles. The whole sum 
would not amount to jaw*1. 
It 
is stated 
bv the 
city officials that 
Mr. 
Hull Has not so far turned this 
amount over to the city, though ordinar­ 
ily nothing would he thought of such a 
course. 
It Is stated that last year Mr. 
Hall did not huve a settlement with the 
city 
until after Dec. I. when the books 
are 
balanced 
for the 
year, and that he 
might have intended to follow tile same 
course this yeai . 
Those informed declare that there is 
nothing in the wording of the law to 
compel the city clerk to turn over this 
money until he pleases, as his accounts 
are 
balanced at 
the end 
of the year. 
Under such an arrangement 
the city 


clerk has wide latitude and it is argued 
by some of Mr. Hall s friends that the 
funds belonging to the city may be found 
on deposit at one of 
the locul bunks 
where Mr. Hall had put tho money until 
he balanced his books. 
The manner of his leaving town is of­ 
fered as proof of this theory. 
On Mon­ 
day he left a note for his office assistant, 
stating that he was going to Boston on 
business connected with the purchase of 
the Tremont house of Nashua. 
The nat­ 
ural course would huve been to take the 
train which leaves Nashua -it 1:28 in the 
afternoon or the later train at 3:23. But 
he did not do this. 
He was seen by Judge George W. Clyde 
of Hudson walking along tile street by 
the side of the electric road lending- nom 
Nashua to Lowell. It was ruining and 
when Mr. Hail passed 
Judge 
Clyde's 
house he had no umbrella 
and 
Judge 
Clyde declares that Mr. Hall did not look 
or act natural 
The city officials are disposed to give 
Mr. Hall all the chance possible to re­ 
turn and give a satisfactory account of 
his absence. For this reason no meeting 
of the city council has b< on called. 
Mi. Hall 's a republican and has held 
the office for nearly 2 1-2 years. 
Ho was 
elected In July. 181*9, to nil the vacancy 
caused bv the resignation of George F. 
Smith 
He has a wife and one child. 
He is about 35 ycarr of age and is of 
particularly pleasing appearance. 
He is 
5 feet. 5 inches tall. and has black hair 
and u moustache of the same color. 
Before his election as city clerk he 
was employed as bookkeeper 
by

Now Hampshire banking company 
and 
was known as a young man of decided 
ability and worthy of every confidence.

Tho Lowell Machine shop is making I dents to handle a Bingle form of loom, 
shipm ents of machinery this week to the 
Enterprise Colton 
mills, 
Enterprise, 
South Carolina. 
The machinery of the plant of W, H. 
Ileus haw, m anufacturer of comb circles, 
fallers and gills, is kept running thirteen 
hours five days in the week aud this ex­ 
tr a time hardly enables the firm to keep 
abreast of its orders. A great deal of re­ 
pairing is done at this plant and now 
th a t the woolen mills are more active tho 
latter conditions are reflected In the sit­ 
uation among such shops. 
The Criterion K nitting company, m a k ­ 
ers of cotton Hat and ribbed underw ear 
report that orders ave not coming In as 
fast as they did a year ago. 
The general 
waiting attitude of the cotton industry 
is held to account for this difference. 


KITSON M ACHINE SHOP. 
The Kitson Machine company's plant 
Is quito busy; the fine reputation earned 
by the products of this concern Is keep­ 
ing its machinery very busy. 
The com­ 
pany is filling an cfrder for the Merchants' 
Cotton company of Montreal for one of 
its large six cylinder waste machines for 
cleaning spinners’ waste. 
The G ranite­ 
ville Cotton mills, 
Graniteville, 
S. C., 
have also placed an order with the K it­ 
son shop for a w aste cleaning machine. 
Many of the Kitson Machine shop em ­ 
ployes expected th a t there would be a 
curtailm ent of 
the working force 
and 
were relieved when they learned 
the 
method their employers had chosen to 


the intention is to lit a bught man to 
apply his theoretical knowledge to w hat­ 
ever machine he may have to use and to 
give him possession of the essentials of 
the craft in a manner thorough enough 
lo ensure ability. 
The details are left 
to Hie individual to ferret out and this as­ 
signment stim ulates his mind and brings 
out what is original in him.

RUMORS AFLOAT 


A L F R E D H. H A LL. NASHUA’S M ISSING CITY CLERK. 


C o n c e r n i n g ' o 
City Clerk Hall 


Unless Alfred A. Hall, the missing city 
Clerk of Nashua whose departure was re­ 
ported in yesterday’s Sun shows up with­ 
in a few hours, official action will be tak­ 
en by the city, 
though Mayor Taylor 
Stated lust night that he does not believe 
that a special meeting of the city council 
for the purpose of declaring the office 
of city clerk vacant and electing a su c­ 
cessor will be held until the first of next 
week. 
Mayor Taylor and the city officials had 
many 
conferences yesterday, but they 
have secured very little light on the sub­ 
ject. 
They simply know that City Clerk 
Hall is missing and that they have re­ 
ceived no word from him since Monday 
noon. 
So far no gravfe reason for Mr. 
H all’s leaving town 
has been 
found, 
though there are many suppositions and 
rumors. 
Regarding the city money. It Is ascer­ 
tained that Mr. Hall had v» y little of it 
puss through his hands. He collected the 
marriage licenses and fees 
for chattel 
mortgages and the like, but these are the 
personal fees of the city clerk, and he 
has a right to use them as lie pleases 
under the state law. 
On dog licenses he 
receiver IX) cents from each license, but 
the remainder of the fee is the property 
of the city. 
These dog licenses and rent for the 
city hall and a few other small matters 
makes the total sum of the city money 
th at the clerk handles. The whole sum 
would not amount to $2000. 
It is stated by the city officials that 
Mr. 
Hall has not so far turned this 
amount over to the city, though ordinar­ 
ily nothing would be thought of such a 
course. 
It is stated that last year Mr. 
Hall did not have a settlement with tho 
clt-3’ until after Dec. I. when the books 
are balanced for the year, and that he 
might have intended to follow the same 
course this year . 
Those Informed declare that there is 
nothing in the wording of the law to 
compel the city clerk to turn over this 
money until he pleases, as his accounts 
are balanced at the end of the year.
